"I've been HIIxed up In a good many 


•Hey, Kube,' fighu in the western states, 
and I've got myself pretty badly clawed 
apart in sumo of them at that," said tho 
«Mtled down Capitol hill man who need j 
to bo boss tentman with a circus, 'but iha 
worst 15 minute 'Hey, Rube,' battle I j 
ever got tangled with happened in Mexico, j 
The battle was started to satiato the j 
vt-iigef ul spirit of one i:ian, anil the neat 
way with which he brought it off was 
surely u. warning to grasshoppers. This 
mail was iu my gang, lie joined Ilia 
show up iu tho northern ji^rt of Starr 
county, Tex. He Was iiicxpo-ieuccsi, but 
be was a worker, and he didn't want to 
do all the talking himself. His head was 
Uouc up iu bandages when he joined the 
outfit, aud I asked him who had bc-cii 
slugging him. 


• 'Greasers,' he replied shortly, and, as 


a sort of a hard, steely light crept into his 
eyes when he snapped out the word, I 
didn't press him for details. 


•\Velmdasort of a half baked 'Hey, 


Rubo,'fight dpwn in the middle of Starr 
county—we were working toward tho 
south—and I noticed that the new man 
didn't take any pare in it. 


'••You've got to do your end of these 


mix ups,' I told him. 'When you J^'-ar 
the "Hey, .Rube," hoot, it's n part of yiiur 
business to grab the heaviest thing you 
can swing and rap the lirst duck that 
doesn't belong to the show with it. "Hey, 
Rube," means all hands around, and every 
man that draws wages from the show is 
expected to give a club swinging exhibi- 
tion when that; yell goes,up.' 


•• 'I'm saving myself for a game that's 


coming later on,'the man told me with 
another of chose flinty glares stealing into 
his eyes. 'The show's bound for Camargo, 
Mexico, isn't it?' 
"I told him that Camargo, Mexico, was 


on the date hook; that it was probably the 
last town the show Trould appear in be- 
fore going into winter quarters. 
'"That's what 1 understood when I 


joined the show, and that's why I took 
the job,' said the man quietly. 'You just 
let me out of whatever scraps happen be- 
tween here and Camargo. 
When we get 


there I'll do what I can to keep my end 
up.' 


'•Then the man opened up and told ino 


why ho had it in for Camargo. 
" *A greaser tried to pink me with a 


knifa in the back a couple of months ago 
over in Camargo,' he said, 'Don't know 
why. 
Never saw the gopher before. I 


was too quick for him ami planted a ball 
in his shoulder. Then about a hundred 01 
his pals hopped me, and they came near 
kicking me inside out. That's what ailed 
my head when I joined the show. When 
they got through with me, the half Injun 
constables got hold of me au<^ chained me 
to the floor of a dungeon. I was there for 
two weeks, on bread and water, when I 
got the steel out of one of my boots and 
sawed myself loose. I broke out of the 
dungeon and swam the Rio Grande to get 
on American soil. While I was chained 
one of the guards made it his business to 
come into my dungeon every day and 
punch my sore head.

"Now, it was iny business as one of tha 


responsible men of the show to peach on 
this fellow and have him fired before tho 
ihow struck Camargo. But I didn't. A 
lot of old pals of mine in the circus bu»i- 
ness had told me of the way they had got 
the ,worst of it on many occasions at tho 
hands of the Mexican authorities, and as 
I had along with me in my gang about 
the toughest bunch of fifty and odd bad 
scrappers that ever hit up a dirt road and 
as, besid^ I felt that this quiet tentman 
had a gt£3ane grievance, I just chewed a 
straw and walked away. 


"A huge crowd of half breeds turned out 


for the show in Caraargo. There was but 
one performance, the night show, and the 
ranchers for about a hundred miles around 
had galloped in to take in the show. About 
three-quarters of the bunch of several 
thousand in the tent were gaudily bedeck- 
ed cow handlers. They all had knives in 
full sight, but no guns. Mexican cow 
punchers rarely pack guns. They don't 
fight on the level, and a knife isn't a level 
instrument to fight with. 


"Before the flaps were pulled up for the 


crowd I noticed my quiet tentman getting 
a stack of wagon poles, nearly a hunched 
of them, piled together in a heap. I also 
noticed that none of the hands, either in 
my gang or in the other gangs—thero 
were nearly 300 men all told connected 
with the show—were doing much talking. 
They seemed to be on edge for something 
that was going to happen. 
" The last act of the 'concert' following 


the show was about over, and the grovsers 
were leaving their seats, when my quiet 
tentman bopped on top of the pilo of poles 
he had fixed aud gave the 'Hey, Rube,' 
yelp—gave it like any bull of Bashan. Ho 
had put the whole gang of hands next, for 
they didn't waste a second in taking up 
tho yelp all over the tent. Then they camo 
a-rushing for the poles. Well, I thought 
I'd keep out of that one. I made for the 
shelter of a ticket wagon and saw it all 
from there. 
The quiet tentman served 


out all of his poles in less than two min- 
utes, and then the hands began to "break. 
First the constables in their funny blue 
uniforms and bare feet—20 of 'em—were 
batted into unconsciousness in less time 
than I'm telling it. The quiet tentman 
looked like a devil up in tho front of tho 
scrapping. In a spirit of complete defi- 
ance he quickly dropped his polo and be- 
gan to uso his fists. He was a six footer 
and built in proportion, and the way they 
went down was a caution. 
Finally his 


eye lit upon the prison guard who had 
beat him when ho was chained, and, by 
a curious coincidence at tho same moment, 
the greaser who had tried to stub him 
heaved in sight. The victim of Camargo 
dragged one to the other by tho scruff of 
tho neck, banged their heads together and 
then stabbed them both to tho heart with 
ono of tho guard's knives. That was tho 
last I ever su.w of him, but ho gob away. 
Wo got across tho Rio Grande in our 
barges just in tirao to sco five troops of 
Mexican cavalry pull up on the hanks of 
tho Mexican side. The show would have 
been thoro yet if they'd been a bit earlier."

which, with its few blinking lights and 
great piles of coal, reaching nearly to the 
vaulted roof, looks like a corner in a coal 
mine and little like an annex to a palatial 
hotel. By an arrangement of levers the 
coal may be dumped from the buckets at 
various points, so that with the aid of a 
shovelur it iaay bo evenly distributed in 
tho bin. 


The boiler room is situated lower down 


In rtie ground, aud the coal reaches tho 
lire boxes without being handled. When 
the boiler attendant needs coal for his lire, 
he pulls a lever, which opens a trap, and 
through this half a ton of coal falls into .1 
feeder, which looks like a monster funiu-1. 
When the feeder has been tilled, it is wish- 
ed forward on an overhead track, and 
when it has reached the proper point a 
trap in the narrow end of the funnel is 
drawn aside, and the coal drops into u 
trough in front of the fire box, whence it 
goes into the fire. 


From, the time it leaves the coal wagon 


until it enters the fire the coal takes care 
of itself, and, with the exception of the 
straightening out in the bin, which is 
done by one man during the day and one 
man at night, and the distribution over 
the fire surface by the boiler attendant, 
the 140 tons of coal which are used every 
day are handled by machinery.—New 
York Tribune.

the obstruction Goat Island ledge, but 
Sulla^ay protested vociferously against 
the changes made in his bill and finally 
succeeded in securing the official SIDC- 
tion for the use of the hyphenated title. 
But that is about all he did succeed in 
doing. The point will remain where it 
is and vessels unfortunate enough to 
bump into it may pull and be blessed. 


Lieut. Charles Keller, of the engineer 


corps, who made the examination, says 
in part: 


••riio obstruction at this point is a 


submerged ledge which extends from 
Goat island into the Piscataqua river 
opposite Fort Sullivan on Seavey's is- 
land. 


"The average distance from low water 


line at, Goat, iaknd to the thirty foot 
contonr on the ledge is about 300 feet, 
while the channel width batweon the 
thirty foot contours ou the ledge and at 
Senvej's island is shown on the coast 
survey chart to be about 575 feet. The 
channel is, moreover,straight for a quar- 
ter of a mile abovn and over a mile be 
low Pnll-aud be Damned point. 
Per- 


sonal inquiry among persons interested 
in navigation tail to disclose any need 
or demand for a better channel than 
now exists. 


"Tho removal of Pull-and-bo-Damned 


point, would not in itself improve exist- 
ing conditions, since any real difficulty 
to navigation in this neighborhood is 
caused by the necessity of making a 
sharp ch.inge of direction above Pull- 
and lie-Damned point, in order to clear 
the projecting point of Beavey's islaud. 


"The locality is therefore not deemed 


worthy of improvements by the United 
Stiiles, and no estimates are submit- 
ted."
